ALBANY, N. ¥., Sept. 12 (AP) 


ned |}—Gov. Nelson Rockefeller told 


a group of New Hampshire resi- 


dents urging him to run in that 
state’s presidential preference 


primary that he could not say 
at this time yes or no. 

His answer today to the ap- 
peal by 40 prominent new Hamp- 
shire citizens indicated a slightly 
more positive attitude toward 
running in the state’s primary 
than he had last June when the 
matter first came up. 

“I wish I could give you a 


| definite ‘yes’ or ‘no’ answer at 


this time. But in all honesty 
I feel I cannot. My first re- 
sponsibility is obviously to the 
people of New York who elected 
me governor last year,” Rocke- 
feller said in a telegram today. 

Last June, when members of 
Congress initiated a move to 
enter his name in the March 8 
primary—the first of the 1960 
campaign—the governor would 
only say he had no intention of 
taking any active step toward 
competing. 

Rockefeller told his New 
Hampshire supporters that much 
work remained to be done in 
New York state. 


“During the next few months, 
my time and enérgy will be con- 
sumed by the preparation of 
recommendations for another 
legislative program and budget 

be presented to the Legis- 
lature,” Rockefeller said. 

“Until these programs have 
been shaped for presentation to 
the Legislature, it would be un- 
fair to the citizens of New York 
state for me to divert my at- 
tention from these vital state 
problems,” he. added. 

The 280-word statement indi- 
cated he might make a decision 
on the primary around January 
of next year.

Campaign for District Plan 
To Open at Rally | Tomorrow 


ment plan will open with a rally 
at Hotel Chase at 4 p.m. tomor- 
row. William F. James, chair- 


man of the City-County Partner- 
ship Committee, will preside. 


The committee hopes to enroll 
20,000 volunteer workers in the 
drive to line up votes for the 


plan of governmental reform 
drafted by the Metropolitan 
Board of Freeholders. 

James announced that John P. 
Soult, president of Fruin-Colnon 
Contracting. Co., will serve as 
general finance chairman of the 
campaign. 

Ethan A, H. Shepley Jr., a vice 
president of Boatmen’s National 
Bank, will be city finance chair- 
man, and Donald L. Barnes Jr., 
executive vice president of the 
American Investment Co. of Il- 
linois, will be county finance 

irman. 

In accepting his appointment 
Mr. Soult said: “It is impera- 
tive that the district plan be 
adopted. If it fails, St. Louisans 
face community stagnation and 
deterioration. | 

“With the district plan, com- 
plex problems which are stran- 
gling the area’s economic devel- 
opment can be solved.” 


The freeholder proposal calls 
for creation of a Greater St. 
Louis City-County District to 
handle seven services common 
to the metropolitan area. 

These functions are traffic 
control, regulation of mass 
transportation, sewer and drain- 
age service, civil defense, eco- 
nomic development, comprehen- 
sive planning and co-ordinated 
police communication. 

Campaign offices have been 
set up at 1207 Olive street in the 
city and at 8055 Forsyth boule- 
vard in Clayton. The plan will 
be voted on at a special elec- 
tion in the city and county on 
Nov. 3. 

The district plan will be dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the St. 
Louis chapter, Americans for 
Democratic Action, at 8 p.m. 
tomorrow at the Ambassador 
Hotel. 

Eugene Buder, who was a 
member of the Board of Free- 
holders, will speak in favor of 
the plant, and Dale Ferris, an- 
other member of the freeholders 
board, will speak against it. A 
question-and-answer period will 
follow.

If it whizzes by the moon’s 
gravitational field, it will join 
another Soviet rocket, Mechta, 
and America’s Pioneer IV now 
orbiting around the sun. 

(Some scientists in Washing- 
ton said that from a strictly 
technical point of view, the Rus- 
sians had gambled on a less fa- 
vorable date for their new moon 
shot. From a propaganda stand- 
point, however, the shot would 
be well timed to coincide with 
Khrushchev’s trip. 

(United States scientists were 
reported. waiting until October 
to make their next shot at the 
moon, a 375-pound space cap- 
sule. Scientists in Washington 
said this time of the month is 
least. favorable because the 
moon is farther away from the 
earth. The moon and the earth 
will be at their closest, 220,000 
miles, for three days starting 
Oct. 2.) 

Propaganda Moves. 

The newest Soviet rocket pre- 
cedes Khrushchev’s trip just as 
the first announced Soviet moon 
shot came shortly before the 
January visit to the United States 
by Anastas I. Mikoyan, first dep- 
uty premier and one of Khrush- 
chev’s right-hand men.

Rough and Tough Boss 
Of the Soviet Union 


Khrushchev Must Be Treated as the One Man 
Who Can Direct Course of the World Toward 
Peace — He Got to the Top the Hard Way.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12. 


NIKITA SERGEYEVICH KHRUSHCHEYV will be accorded protocol 
honors on his arrival here Tuesday as head of the Soviet Russian state 
rather than as head of @ government. His official position in Russia is 
Prime Minister or Chairman of the Council of Ministers. 

He is the unchallenged boss of the Communist party of the Soviet 


Union which runs the Russian government. 


As the head of this super- 


governmental apparatus, he also greatly influences, when he does not 
direct, the Communist movement throughout the world. 


Khrushchev maneuvered and fought his 
way to supreme power by making himself 
First Secretary of the Russian Communist 
party and Prime Minister of the Soviet 
Union. He was able to take over the high- 
est government title because of his com- 
mand over the power center of the party, 
the Secretariat. From this position, he 
outsmarted his fellow members of the 24- 
member Presidium, supposedly the ruling 
clique, and dominated the party congress, 
theoretically the sovereign body ‘of the 
political organization and hence the gov- 
ernment. 

To do this he followed the ruthless 
tactics of Joseph V. Stalin, who, in his 
time, adopted the methods of Nikolai Lenin, 
the first Communist ruler of Russia. 


KHRUSHCHEV DIFFERS from his pred- 
ecessors in one respect—he is the first 
proletarian dictator of the Soviet Union and 
its East European satellites. This explains 
his lack of accepted manners, his belliger- 
ent attitude and his conspiratorial methods. 
Lenin and Stalin were Communist theorists, 
intellectuals and innovators, with early 
training in the Russian underground. 
Khrushchev is a political operator who did

Contest Between Democratic Leadership and 
Stubborn Republican President Tends to Obscure 
Real Progress—To Determine Who Won or Who 
Lost Calls for Examination of Blurred Lines.

A VETO WAR, VEILED THREATS of a presidential call for a special 
session and a pending battle over civil rights legislation all tend to ob- 
scure a moderate, but solid, record of achievement by the first session 
of the Eighty-sixth Congress, now rushing toward adjournment. 

The session pitted the leadership of the whopping, but bloc-ridden, 
Democratic majorities in both houses against a popular and stubborn 
Chief Executive of the opposite party bent on exercising his veto power 
to give the G.O.P. a “‘balanced budget”’ as a vote lure in the 1960 elections. 


As for the Democratic leadership, it is 
now prepared to claim a share of the credit 
for keeping expenditures within, if not be- 
low, budgetary bourids set by the President. 
The Democrats also hope to be able to 
demonstrate that with good management, 
a little paring and a little reshuffling, they 
were able to dress up the legislative rec- 
ord with expansion of existing domestic 
programs in such areas as housing, and 
to initiate other needed programs in the 
area of aid for depressed areas. 


According to the Democrats, this leaves 
the Republicans in 1960 with a record of 
favoring economy, in which the Democrats 
concurred, but of being against housing, 
airports, flood control, higher minimum 
wages, increased aid to the unemployed, 
better schools and other interests which, 
for many years, the Democrats have 
claimed as their special heritage.

Buffeted by four earlier vetoes this ses- 
sion of projects in their domestic program, 
which they were unable to override, John- 
son and Rayburn struck back at the White 
House Thursday to upset the President’s 
second veto of a $1,185,000,000 public works 
bill. The revolt spoiled President Ejisen- 
hower’s record of six years and nine 
months in office without having one of his 
vetoes turned back. He had cracked down 
on legislation of 145 previous occasions. 


THIS WEEK THE CONGRESS added an- 
other project to its list which the President 
finds distasteful but which he reportedly 
‘has agreed to sign. This is a one-billion 
dollar housing and urban renewal bill 
which, in other forms, he has vetoed twice. 


Three major changes were made by the 
Democratic leadership to attempt to win 
approval of the President. They cut out 
a proposed $50,000,000 program of loans 
for new .college classrooms, deleted an 
Oct. 1, 1960, cutoff date from the $8,000,000,- 
000 of new authority for the Federal 
Housing Administration to insure home 
loans, and agreed to spread $650,000,000 
for new urban renewal grants over two 
years instead of the proposed one-year pro- 
gram. 

But the bill still contains a $50,000,000 
loan program for housing for the elderly, 
37,000 new units of low-rent housing and 
liberalization of down-payment require- 
ments on FHA mortgages—all of which 
were objectionable to the President. 

Another trouble spot for the Democratic 
leadership relates to the Administration's 
request to remove the Congress-imposed 
ceilings on interest payments on Govern-

the rates must be increased to attract in- 
vestors to government bonds. 

Part of the President's proposal was 
approved by Congress today with final 
passage of a bill affecting E and H bonds. 

The bill raises the present 3.26 per cent 
interest ceiling on savings bonds to 4\/, 
per cent but by-passes the President’s re- 
quest for removal of the 44 per cent 
ceiling on long-term securities. It does con- 
tain a feature advocated by the President 
which would defer income tax payments 
for ten years for persons exchanging their 
maturing government bonds for new issues, 
instead of cashing them in. 


It is on this legislation that possibility 
of a call for a special session this year 
hinges. President Eisenhower hinted a 
few weeks ago that such a session might 
be necessary if Congress fails to carry 
out his recommendations which, he feels, 
are required if the nation’s reputation for 
fiscal stability is to be maintained in world 
financial ‘circles,

TO DETERMINE WHO “WON” or who 
“Jost” on key issues in the struggle this 
session between the Democratic leadership 
in Congress and the Administration would 
require minute examination of rather 
blurred lines. Some of the issues will not 
be decided finally until next year. 

Certainly the Democratic leadership was 
defeated when the President in his first 
veto this year knocked down legislation to 
strip Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson of his final authority over Rural 
Electrification Administration loans to low 
cost power developments and co-ops. The 
Senate overrode the veto, but the House 
fell four votes short of doing so. 

The Democrats, too, had to back away 
from a long-range jet-age airport develop- 
ment program to cost about $585,000,000 
over five years and settle, in the face of 
a veto threat, for continuing the present 
development program for two years at a 
cost of only $126,000,000. 

The cuts in the housing program were 
frustrating, but in trimming the bill twice 
the Democrats left in it substantial housing 
‘and urban renewal projects to which the 
President earlier had: objected in two 
vetoes. He wanted nothing but removal 
of the Oct. 1, 1960, cutoff date on new 
authorizations of FHA mortgage guaran- 
tees. The Democrats had hoped to use 
this cutoff to force the Administration to 
come to Congress next year with a new 
housing bill which they could improve. 

The President lost on the Government 
bond interest rate issue and “will take a 
shellacking’’ if he calls a special session 
to try to force his recommendations 
through, according to Democratic spokes- 

men, and he did not prevail in the fight 
over new financing for the multi-billion 
dollar, inflation-battered highway program. 
He wanted to increase the federal gasoline 
tax from 3 cents to 44 cents per gallon, 
but Congress set the increase at | cent.

As lacking in discretion as in beauty, Mademoiselle became 

involved in the Fronde, that rising of the Parisians and the 
princes of France against the regent, the Queen Mother Anne 
of Austria, and Mazarin, who was playing a third-rate Richelieu. 
When men would not ride forth, she went to the rescue of 
Orleans in a somewhat comic version of the feat of Joan of Arc. 
She also turned the guns of the Bastille on Turenne’s army 
and so covered the defeated Conde’s retreat into Paris. For all 
her brashness, she had high courage. 
EXILED FOR ALMOST FIVE YEARS to her wil- 
derness seat of St. Fargeau, she managed her affairs competent- 
ly, although she was somewhat surprised to find that she “should 
come to know the price of bricks, of lime, of plaster, of cartage, 
of workmen’s time-sheets, in short, all the details of the build- 
ing trade, and that every Sunday (she) should check their ac- 
counts.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12—The 
Weather Bureau’s new long- 
range weather surveillance radar 
should be in operation in St. 
Louis before Jan. 1, Weather 
Bureau officials said today. The 
equipment is intended to im- 
prove forecasts of severe thun- 
derstorms, hailstorms and tor- 
nadoes. 

The storm-tracking radar will 
be installed at the Lambert-St. 
Louis Field weather station. Bids 
were asked Friday for construc- 
tion of an antenna tower near 
the weather station and for con- 
struction of a small building at 
the base of the tower. 

Weather Bureau officials said 
the equipment is supposed to be 
able to detect severe weather 
conditions 250 miles away. The 
present converted naval aircraft 
tracking radar now in use has 
a range of 100 to 150 miles. 

Cost of the new equipment will 
be $97,500. The tower, building 
and miscellaneous items will cost

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 12 (AP). 

LIFE HASN’T been the same 
for Leo Seligman since one of 
his customers tried to hang him- 


that 
helped ta break up a racket, 
saved millions of tax dollars and 
had. profound effect on hundreds 
of lives. ' 

The man who tried to commit 
suicide was.a Negro who was out 
on parole after 29. years in pris- 
on, but found that free- 
dom meant virtual slavery be- 
cause of misuse of parole laws. 

The man’s wife had paid a 
white man $50 to act ‘as sponsor. 
But the parolee found himself in 
a trap: work for the sponsor at 
starvation wages or risk going 
back to prison as a parole vio- 
lator. 

In one of the luckiest breaks of 
his life, the parolee started 
spending his $10 a week at the 
grocery operated by Seligman, 
a round little man who speaks 
fractured English and likes peo- 
ple. 

When Seligman found out that 
the $10 checks were the man’s 
entire weekly income, he was 
astounded. 


“T say to him, ‘Joe, you are a 
good automobile mechanic and 
make only $10 a week?’ He says, 
“You don’t understand. I am an 
ex-convict. If I don’t work this 
job I go back to prison.’”’ 

Seligman was upset. The situa- 
tion didn’t. square with his con- 
cept of America, the country he 
had come. to love after narrowly 
escaping Hitler’s anti-Jew po- 
groms in’ Germariy.

Too Many Young Actors 
Want to Be Like Brando

HOLLYWOOD, Calif., Sept. 12—Producers and directors are 
always hunting for new screen personalities, and every young 
hopeful wants to be that discovery. Yet, too many of the would- 
be thespians are trying to become a second Marlon Brando. 


Aspiring young people ask how 
they can get started on a the- 
atrical career. Most of them 
seemed to feel the only way they 
could become a second Brando 
was to go to the same acting 
school he did and learn “the 
method.” 

Well, not everyone can get into 
the actors workshop, not every- 
one who has climbed the 
heights has come from there. 
True, the two big new acting 
personalities—Brando and Paul 
Newman—did. In my estimation, 
Brando is a great actor, but I 


~think the chief reason for there 


not being any more big new 
personalities is that everyone is 
trying to imitate him, or some 
other idol, instead of developing 
their own personalities. 

Of course, I*am all for a train- 
ing period or school where ou 
learn the basic things of your 
trade—a firing pad from which 
to fire the rocket of your own 
personality. But imitating Bran- 
do, or anyone else, is wrong. 

I don’t know what ‘“‘the meth- 
od” is exactly. I do know that 
you can’t make the grade with- 
out some basic training—it is 
necessary to train your voice, 
your speech, your diction, your 
posture, your gestures, your pro- 
jection; but, on top of these, 
should come through what you 
are and how you analyze the 


character you’re portraying in 
the situation that character finds 
himself in, rather than give out 
with a carbon copy of your teach- 
er’s or favorite’s analysis. 

My own basic training was re- 
ceived at my aunt’s school of the 
drama in Bristol, England, There 
I learned the ‘basic things I've 
mentioned. — 

Also, we had “mime” classes, 
where we had to invent charac- 
ters and situations and act them 
out in pantomime. 

For instance, one day I had 
to “mime” a whole morning's 
chores as a housewife—from 
squeezing orange juice, cooking 
and serving breakfast, clearing 
away and washing dishes, dust- 
ing, even running a carpet sweep- 
er and moving non-existent fur- 
niture to sweep under it. I 
didn’t have an orange or a dish 
or a pot or a dustcloth or a 
carpet: sweeper, but I had to 
convey that I did have all these 
things and exactly what chores 
I was doing. 

Anyone bent on an acting ca- 
reer would be wise to remem- 
ber he can’t be another Brando. 
There’s only one Brando, only 
one Cary Grant, only one Bob 
Mitchum, only one Gregory Peck. 
Producers hired them for their 
talent plus their unique personal- 
ities. So my advice to aspiring 
thespians is—don't try to be a 
second anyone. Learn your craft 
and be yourself.

Much interest surrounds young 
Brooks, who has shown a spe- 
cial talent for creating unusual 
fabrics and making them into 
fashionable apparel. His assign- 
ment with the Townley organiza- 
tion was formerly filled by the 
late Claire McCardell. He is rec- 
ognized as having the same flair 
for creating casual clothes that 
made Miss McCardell an inter- 
nationally known designer. More- 
over, he injects a new quality 
that adds elaboration to the 
modes.

an occasional flying squirrel. In 
the early years before we dis- 
covered all the cracks and crev- 
ices, pairs of nesting starlings 
sometimes managed to gain en- 
trance. But our old gray tabby 
cat Veronica, long since gone to 
her reward, discovered the star- 
lings when we put her in the attic 
to hunt mice; and thereafter we 
found the holes where the birds 
came in and plugged them tight. 


Several weeks ago while dig- 
ging in Ginnie’s rose garden, I 
| happened to look up under the 
eaves of the “bachelor’s guest 
room” and noticed an odd pear- 
shaped protuberance hanging 
there, about twice the size of an 
indoor baseball. Inspection 
showed that a swarm of white- 
faced hornets had taken up resi- 
dence. It must have been a 
small colony with a newly 
hatched queen, for only two or 
three hornets stood watch at the 
small hole marking the door of 
the hive. Another half-dozen 
were at work extending the walls 
| Of the outside hive layer and still 
others were coming in with food. 


ORDINARILY a hornet’s nest 
under the eaves would not be a 
thing to encourage. But curi- 
osity got the best of us and we

Experts Say Prisons in U.S. 


Need N lew Wave of Reforms

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP)

Comments by American visit- 
ors to Russia, unfavorably com- 
paring United States penal meth- 
ods with Soviet prisons, have set 
off demands for a re-examina- 
tion of this country’s custodial 
system. 

“More than 40 years as a pri- 
gon official have led me to ques- 
tion not only the place but the 
effectiveness and the validity of 
the prison system in our s0- 
ciety,” seys Dr. Frederick §. 
Baldi, former warden of Penn- 
sylvania prisons, 

Harry Elmer Barnes, noted 
sociologist, declares: 

“We shall ultimately come to 
admit that society has been as 
unfortunate in handing over 
criminals to lawyers and judges 
as it once was in entrusting 
surgery to barbers, 

Insanity Cases Cited. 

“A hundred years ago we al- 
lowed lawyers and judges to 
have the same ‘control of the 
insane as they still exert over

Some authorities contend that 
about half the nation’s prisoners 
could and should be either 
shifted to open-air correctional 
camps and farms or released on 
parole. 

It wos durine the American 
revolution, in 1776, that the first 
great wave of. penal reform 
started with Pennsylvania’s 
adoption of a state constitution 
which decreed that henceforth 
“punishments (shall be) made in 
some cases less sanguinary” and 
“houses be provided for punish- 
ing at hard labor.” 

In the colonies, flogging, 
branding, the pillory and the 
stocks had flourished. The Brit- 
ish criminal code, with its 220 
separate offenses punisheble by 
death, was discarded and the 
modern concept of penology 
born. With time, confinement 
behind prison walls has almost 
universally replaced public de- 
gradation, torture and death for 
all but the most heinous crimes. 

Questions Listed. 

Today penologists are taking a 
hard new look at the nation’s 
200 jam-packed federal and state 
prisons. 

Emphasizing that 95 per cent 
of the men and women now in 
prison will eventually return to 
society—and that two-thirds of 
those released will be sent back 
to prison within five years — 
penal authorities are ssking 
these questions: 

What is wrong with American 
prisons? 

Are we doing enough to re- 
habilitate criminals while they 


are in custody? Are we keeping | P 


them too long behind bars? 

Is crime a socio-medical prob- 
lem that should be treated as a 
disease? 

A nationwide survey discloses 
these facts: 

1. Most prisons are explosively 
overcrowded. This is one of the 
prime reasons, authorities say, 
behind the wave of more than 
100 major riots . penal institu- 
tions in the last 10 years. 

2. Prisons are failing badly in 


Inadequate as most of the 
country’s prisons are, there are 
notable exceptions. 

Pleasant, modern-style ‘‘cor- 
rectional institutions” — they 
aren’t even called prisons any 
more—are slowly replacing the 
somber bastilles in some areas, 
particularly in Wisconsin, Cali- 
fornia, Minnesota, New Mexico 
and Pennsylvania. 

Many of these are located in 
the open countryside, and in 
some cases harsh disciplinary 
rules have been thrown over- 
board.

WASHINGTON, D. C. (UPI)— 
A specialist in city housing mat- 
ters embarked Thursday on a 
study of low-rent housing that 
may some day lead to big 
changes in the federally subsi- 
dized program. 

The specialist is Ernest M. 
Fisher, a professor of urban 
land economics at Columbia 
University. He has been hired 
as a temporary consultant to the 
Federal Housing Agency to dig 
into some aspects of public 
housing that disturb the agency's 
boss, Norman P. Mason. 

Now more than 20 years old, 
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the federally subsidized public 
housing program, customarily 
opposed by conservatives, came 
in for an extra salvo of shelling 
this year. The presence of un- 
wanted authorization for new 
low-rent units played a major 
role in presidential vetoes of two 
housing bills. 

As Mason sees it, the problem 
he has hired Fisher to tackle is, 
broadly “how do we care for the 
part of our population that needs 
assistance to have decent, san- 
itary housing?”

The Association also has set 
standards for most trees, flow- 
ers and shrubs often found in 
American parks and gardens to 
protect buyers from _ being 
gypped with sub-standard nur- 
sery stock. 

Under the title of “The Ameri- 
can Standard for Nursery 
Stock,” the Association, spon- 
sored by the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, Inc., has 
outlined the specifications buy- 
ers should demand when stock- 
ing their gardens with any- 
thing from. petunias to pine 
trees.

“There is as much interest in | 
sound specifications for nursery 
stock as there is in standard 
sizes for nuts, screws and bolts. 
The new standards give a frame 
of reference, so people can or- 
der by mail. Retail nurserymen 
now can be sure to get standard 
quality plants, and that in turn 
protects the consumer.” 

Specifications Detailed. 

The Association official said 
that there have been cases in 
which mail order customers 
have received nothing but par- 
cels of dead twigs, instead of 
rose bushes. In some instances, 
he said, buyers have received 
seeds, when they expected to re- 
ceive plants. 

Now, as for the roses. In 
general, the rose standard de- 
creed that a bush must be a 
field-grown, two-year plant with 
either bare or_ individually 
wrapped and packaged roots. All 
grades must have well-developed 
root systems, with the proper 
“weight and caliber,” and a spe- 
cified number of branches of 
stipulated lengths. 

Anything sub-standard is 
strictly a cull, the Association 
ruled 

Here, for example, is the stan- 
dard for a No. 1 grade tea 
rose: “3 or more strong canes, 
two of which are to be 18 inches 
and up, with the exception of a 
few of the light growing sorts, 
which are to have three or more 
canes, two of which are to be 
16 inches and up, and one cane 
to be 18 inches and up, branched 
not higher than three inches 
above the bud union.” 

The specifications cover the 
measurements and root develop- 
ments of various kinds of trees, 
vines, bulbs and tubers, and 
even includes strawberries and 
asparagus.

MARY SCHOENDIENST 


year ago, I felt very proud of my husband, 

Red Schoendienst. Thin and pale, Red none- 

theless played second base for the Milwaukee Braves 

in every game of the 1958 World Series against the 
Yankees.

one question that’s always good for an argument: 

“Should wives pay alimony to ex-husbands?” 

Try this in a mixed gathering, and you're bound to 
get a sharp answer. Women, whe think of alimony as 
an exclusively female weapon, will protest. Men, who 
consider alimony a sock below the money belt, will 
argue, “Why not?” : 

All these arguments, however, are passé — but 
neither men nor women seem to know it. I doubt if 
there is one married person reading this who realizes 
that the question no longer is “Should a woman pay 
alimony?” but “How much?” or “When?” 

While we've been reading headline after headline 
about alimony demands made by wives, male legis- 
lators quietly have been equalizing the situation. _ 

In 19 states” a husband suing for divorce now also 
can ask for alimony—and get it. 

And in every state, under the Uniform Support of 
Dependents Act, errant wives who leave their hus- 
bands incapable of supporting themselves can- be 
hauled into court and compelled to contribute to their 
husband's support. 


The Dice are Loaded . 


The alimony dice still are loaded in favor of wives. 
Courts subject the alimony demands of husbands to 
much sterner tests than those of wives. Usually, before 
alimony is awarded to a husband, he must have con- 
tributed to building up his wife’s property, or be sick, 
destitute, or unable to work and support himself. The 
wife also must have the means to pay. mS 

Despite these limitations, wives do pay. Take the 
case of Mr. A. He told the court his wife had left him 
wholly without funds although he was sick, bed- 
ridden, and confined to a hospital. Even though he 
had managed many of his wife’s valuable properties 
when he was well, she refused to provide for him after

she left home. The court made her provide—by grant- 
ing him a divorce and $100 a month in alimony. 

Mr. B. was another who profited from laws permit- 
ting alimony to husbands. He too had acted as man- 
ager for his wife's properties. His wife’s adultery broke 
up the marriage, leaving B. with two small children 
and no money with which to support them. The court 
granted B. a divorce, and awarded him $15,000 ali- 
mony from his wife’s estate. | 


Punishment for the Wife 


Most courts have power to arrange distribution of 
the property that both husband and wife accumulate 
during marriage. Sometimes the husband may receive 


munity property states like California, the husband 


and wife usually are entitled to share equally in the 
property accumulated during marriage. However, 
where a divorce is granted a husband for adultery or 
extreme cruelty, the court may award him a much 
larger share of the community property—or even all 
of it—as punishment to the wife. 

Tradition is so strong, however, that courts still are 
much less likely to order alimony for men than ali- 
mony for women. No man has yet been treated as gen- 
erously as was the bride of Mr. C. 

C. was a sentimental 63 when he decided his ranch 
needed a wifely touch. He went to Ireland, found his 
dream girl, and married her. She was 27—and the mar- 
riage lasted exactly one day for each year of her life. 
After 27 days of matrimony, Mrs. C. sued for divorce 
and asked $1,500-a-month alimony. Although she had 
never earned more than $60 a month, and was still 
strong and healthy and perfectly able to work, the 
trial court awarded her a divorce and $750 a month. 

The legislators in those states that today permit ali- 
mony awards to husbands hoped to end the inequality 
in the law that requires an ex-husband to support an 
ex-wife in idleness, yet permits a wife to throw a sick 
and destitute husband out.of the house. This is a situa- 
tion that goes back into English common law. 


SHOULD WIVES PAY ALIMONY? 
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Up to the 19th century, man was the dominant in- 


_ dividual in marriage. When a man married a woman 


he took control of all his-wife’s money, personal prop- 
erty, real estate, and wages. He, on the other hand, 
was obliged to pay her debts, provide her food, cloth- 
ing, shelter, and medical attention. 

At that time there was no such thing as absolute 
divorce. Even if a wife left home because her husband 
was cruel, he had to continue supporting her—be- 
cause he continued to control her A 

This situation changed drastically in 19th cen- 
tury with the Married Women’s Property Acts. Men 
and women ‘became separate individuals legally, and 
all property belonging to a woman before marriage 
continued to be her separate property, free from any 
control of her husband. However, women did not give 
up the right to be supported by their husbands. Only 
the husband now had to pay such support out of his 
own pocket instead of from his wife's property. 


This change in law, however, didn’t change atti- 


tudes. Courts to this day act as if they were dealing 
with weak, dependent, 18th century females when an 


alimony case comes up. Nobody denies that it is diffi- - 


cult for a woman who has not worked during marriage 
to make the transition back to a working woman. But 
lump sum “severance pay” would tide her over until 
she could earn her own living again, and would be far 
preferable to the alimony system, which encourages 
young and healthy women to live as idle parasites. 

So far as both sexes are concerned, it seems to me, 
alimony should be awarded only in cases of need. 

No taxpayer would agree to a system that makes him 
pay taxes to support an unwanted wife when her hus- 
band is able to pay for that support. But neither should 
an unwanted husband unable to support himself be 
dumped on the taxpayer if the wife can support him. 

That is why wives now do pay alimony to husbands.

MAMIE 


Our charmer in the White House 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
OR PRESIDENT EISENHOWER, the visit of 
Nikita Khrushchev represents probably the 
greatest diplomatic challenge of his career. But the 
First Lady of the White House, a diplomat in her 
own right, need lose no sleep over playing hostess 
to the boisterous and unpredictable Russian, . 

Premier Khrushchev has shown that he can be a 
charmer when he wishes, but those who know 
Mamie Doud Eisenhower-are confident she can 
outcharm him. 

i What are the secrets of the “Mamie charm”? 
What are the secret weapons that Mrs. Eisenhower 
uses with such skill and effect on kings and queens, 
corporals and Camp Fire Girls, politicians ‘and 
statesmen, society dowagers and housewives? 

Every year, as the nation’s No. 1 hostess, whose 


guest list is the longest in the world, she encounters. 
and copes with a social schedule that would terrify 


most women. From the rigid formality of state ban- 
quets, laden with the perils of protocol, to cherry 
blossom festivals, fashion luncheons, and family 
hot dog-and-hamburger picnics at Gettysburg, 
Mamie moves in an ever-changing sea of faces. 

Yet though she meets thousands of new people, 
some only for moments, she never fails to leave 
with them the warmth of her own personality. Says 
one of her closest friends, “I don’t know how Mamie 
does it: A minute with her leaves an impression 
that lasts a lifetime.” 

Well, how does Mamie do it? Does she switch 
personalities to suit occasions? Does she have a 
bagful of social tricks? Has she stockpiled quips 
and small talk to meet every need? 

The answer to all of these questions is, “No.” 
There are no gimmicks to Mamie’s success as a 
hostess. The essence of her secret is so, so simple

She likes people—all kinds of people—and is 
not afraid to show it. In turn, all kinds of people 
like Mamie. Should she accompany Ike on his re- 
turn visit to Moscow, it is no guesswork to say she 
will enjoy meeting the wives of the Russian leaders 
just as much as they will enjoy meeting her. 

It is not easy to be natural. This is a talent com- 
posed of many talents—and Mamie has them all. 
To a naturally warm and unassuming personality, 
she adds a genius for finding the small patch of 
common interest that immediately puts a stranger 
at ease. She has a phenomenal memory for names, 
faces, and incidents, a bubbly sense of humor, and 
she knows the art of listening. Conversations with 
Mamie never are one-sided. Always relaxed her- 


self, she removes at once the tension that comes 


naturally to all White House guests. And, unlike 
most hostesses, she is at her best with women. 


Once BEING photographed with a group 
of awe-struck, jittery housewives, Mamie folded 
back the veil on her hat. “So there won't be spots 
on my face in the picture,” she explained. Result: 
giggles and a good picture. Again, posing into 
bright sunshine with a frightened 4-year-old girl, 
Mamie soothed, “Let’s close our eyes for a minute, 
dear, and then smile.” 

When famed photographer Yousuf Karsh was 
taking today's cover portrait of the First Lady, 
Mamie chatted blithely about her hair. “It’s all 
helter-skelter,” she said. “We had a terrible wind- 
storm at Gettysburg yesterday.” 

Then she launched into a gay anecdote about 
her grandchildren. “They came over this morning,” 
she said, “pretending they wanted to use the swim- 


ming pool. What they really wanted to do, the ras- 
cals, was creep into the kitchen and make a birth- 
day cake. They still think they fooled me!” 

The sitting for the portrait was in the room used 
by the President for his television talks to the na- 
tion. “I call this place the garage,” laughed Mamic. 
“It's where my grandson David usually parks his 
bicycles, scooters and toy automobiles.” — 


Tuer MAMIE revealed her unabashed 
and deep sense of family sentiment. It was sug- 
gested that she might care to remove her wrist 
watch to preserve the graceful line of her arm. She 
smiled and shook her head. “I can’t do that,” she 
said. “My husband gave it to me on our twenty- 
fifth wedding anniversary.” 

Mamie likes smiling pictures. And she jokingly 
gives this reason: “My dentist says it saves him the 
trouble of having me in to look at my teeth.” 

One great advantage Mamie has in making in- 
stant contact with strangers from all walks of life 
is her own vast experience as wife, mother, and 
grandmother. 

While today she runs the nation’s first mansion 
with 40 servants, she knows at firsthand the prob- 
lems of running a home on the modest pay of an 
Army lieutenant. She has lived on Army posts 
throughout the U.S., in Panama and the Philip- 
pines. She was NATO’s chief hostess in Paris and 
chief hostess of New York's Columbia University. 

Given this background, it is virtually impossible 
to imagine Mamie’s meeting a person, man or 
woman, with whom she cannot quickly find some- 
thing in common. 

And Mamie herself has abounding interests: 
flowers, china, books (particularly historical nov-

But psychiatrists approve of sleepyheads 


AKE UP, SLEEPYHEADS, and listen to 
' some good news: the psychiatrists have 
decided you're probably normal. 

Most of us hate to wake up, psychiatric opinion tells 
us, and we're absolutely right. Waking up means fac- 
ing the responsibilities of the day—and anyone in his 
right mind would prefer to stay in bed. 

Unfortunately, it’s only the psychiatrists who ap- 
prove of this sensible desire to stay safely asleep. Most 
other people insist we get up to go to work—so we can 
pay for the bed. 

Result: we have to keep inventing new ways to 
wake ourselves up. 

The first mechanized replacement for the classic 
cock-a-doodle-doo of the rooster was invented by-Levi 
Hutchins of Concord, N.H.,in 1787. He called it an 
alarm clock, but nobody got alarmed—Levi was the 
only man to have one. But in 1876, Seth Thomas pat- 
ented a wind-up alarm clock in a metal case. This 
shocked sleepers all over the country. 

Just when we'd learned how to snooze blissfully 
through the loudest alarm clocks, along came the tele- 
phone—and the phone wake-up services. 

These caused brand-new traumas for sleepyheads. 
Like the case they still talk about at “The Belles,” the 
New York phone-answering service that was the model 


for the musical comedy, Bells Are Ringing. Seems a 
client insisted he be awakened by “dramatic messages.” 
So one day they woke him up by telling him his house 
was on fire—and the poor guy was down in the street 
in his pajamas before he really woke up. 

Things were bad enough with phones, alarm clocks, 
and clock-radios blaring away. But the latest gadget is 
enough to give a strong sleeper nightmares. 

It’s the wake-up bed ( Parade of Progress, July 26), 
which wakes you by bouncing you up. . . electroni- 
cally. You plug the bed into a clock-radio and at the 
appointed time, boing!—the bed pleats up like an ac- 
cordion in less than 30 seconds. The manufacturer 
predicts his bed will sell like sleeping pills. Could be, 
considering the cash we spend on other wake-up 
gadgets: $90,000,000 a year for alarm clocks, $70,- 
000,000 for clock-radios, a whopping $300,000,000 - 
on. phone wake-up services. 

Yet none of these automatic devices can compete 
with the cheapest, most durable waker-upper ever 
made. It's the one you get for the price of a marriage 
license.

CHEESE BATTER BREAD 


1 package active dry yeast Y2 teaspoon paprika 

3%4 cup warm (not hot) 3% cups sifted all- 
water (110°-115°) 

1 tablespoon sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 
Dissolve yeast in water, in mixing bowl. Stir in evaporated 
milk, sugar, salt, paprika, and about half the sifted flour: 
Beat 2 minutes with electric mixer at medium speed or 
300 vigorous strokes by hand. Stir in grated cheese and 
remaining flour.

BIG BOOM IN SECOND 


um LAND OF the second beth and the second car 
now seems to be striving for another “second,” 


which could have even more impact on American life. : 


More than 1,000,000 families now maintain two 
houses: one in a city or suburb, the other farther out. 
Call it a retreat, a hideaway, or a week-end farm, the 
second house is an escape from routine and a change 
of scenery. 

The numbers of two-house families are swelling 
rapidly. Says Wayne Daugherty of the Census Bureau: 
“Within a year or two, we'll have to make special 
counts of families with two residences. Our work- 
sheets show them increasing that fast.” According to 
building-trade guesses, 75,000 second houses will 
be built this year. 

In Florida the demand for a second house is behind 
the rash of winter-use cooperative apartments and 
buy-now-retire-later colonies like much-advertised Port 
Charlotte. In Oklahoma clusters of cottages are grow- 
ing up around man-made lakes, and California's desert 
is enjoying a land rush. In New England the demand 
is for old farms and barns. 


(You, too, can get in on the two-house boom with | 


the Panape Second House, described at right.) 
-Two-house families, of course, are not new, as a 


tour around an old summer colony like Newport or Bar 
Harbor proves. But today’s two-house owners are 
neither millionaires nor movie stars. “The big demand 
for second houses,” says Nat Rogg, economist for the 
National Assn. of Home Builders, “has come from the 
$6,000-to-$10,000-a-year families.” In fact, Rogg 
says, if builders cooperated, in 10 to 15 years a second 
house would be more common than a second car. 
What's behind the two-house: boom? Builders and 
bankers, economists and sociologists listed five reasons 


‘for PARADE: 


1) Longer vacations and more leisure time. 

2) Better highways, making remote areas more ac- 
cessible. 

3) More emphasis on family recreation. 

‘4) The failure of the suburbs te provide real “coun- 
try” living. 

5) Most important of all, a boom economy in which 
almost everyone has more money than ever before. 

A sixth reason has been suggested by sociologist 
Ww. Lloyd Warner of Michigan State University: snob 
appeal. In fact, Warner says, people have angled for 
second homes for generations. Two-house ownership 
equals high prestige, he points out. 

For whatever reason is behind it, the two-house 


— 


boom’s impact on the way we live could be staggering. 
One example is the potential in furniture sales. Like- 
wise it might dictate changes in highways, in vaca- 
tioning, even in school terms and working hours. Most 
important, it might make sweeping oage in family 
life and family relationships. 

Most families begin two-house living by using their 
second house only on occasional summer week-ends. 
Often, however, owning two houses quickly turns their 
lives topsy-turvy. Vacations are spent at the second 
house, fathers may rearrange their jobs to squeeze in 
more long week-ends. Mother and children may spend 
all summer at the second house, with father “batching” 
or undertaking a harrowing commuting schedule. 


Less Time for Father? 


Some psychologists consulted by PARADE viewed 
this trend with concern. “Today's problem,” said one, 
“is for the father to spend more time with his children, 
not less.” But others said a unifying family project, 
like a second house, might overcome drawbacks. 

And sécond houses do become family projects. 
Many are improved for year-round use, and others are 
planned as retirement homes. Highly democratic (mil- 
lionaires often live next to beachcombers), they also

A hectic but happy whirl: 
that’s two-house living for this family 


TACOMA, WASH. 
LL SUMMER LONG, Robert Voegeler (see photos) 
lives a dizzy and somewhat disordered life. On 
Wednesday and Friday evenings he hurries opt of work, 
zips through a shower, and races 63 miles from one home 
in Electron, Wash., to another on Puget Sound. On 
Monday and Thursday mornings he reverses his field, 
dashing back through ‘the half-light dawh to his job. 
Those nights he falls exhausted into bed; Tuesdays, more 
rested, he mows the grass. 

For Voegeler, a $6,500-a-year-machinist, the pay-off 
comes in week-end water skiing and sunset swims with 
Deanne, 14, and Peggy Dale, 742. He sees as nuch— 
or more—of his children while they're “away for the 
summer” as he does at home. Solitary existence doesn't 
bother him. 

“This is our only real hobby,” he says. “We talk about 
it all winter. By April 1 we're practically pawing the 
ground. By the 15th or 20th, we're here every week-end. 
Twenty-four hours after school ends, Marilyn and the 

~ kids are set up for the summer.” 

Voegeler bought the Dutcher’s Cove cottage five years. 
ago. Brought up near salt water, he always had wanted | 
“a beach place.” Transferred to Electron, he sold his 
house in Tacoma at a small profit, rented a home in 
Electron, and used the profit as a down payment on the 
second house. Total cost was $5,375, with $50-a-month 
mortgage payments. 


Pay: Summer Invitations 


Simple but comfortable, the slab-sided cottage contains 
one large room, with one corner walled off as a bunkroom, 
another taken up by kitchen and eating counter. This 
spring, helped by friends, Voegeler worked nine week- 
ends to add a second bunkroom and inside bath. He paid 
his helpers off in summer invitations. 

“There's always a major project,” Voegeler says. “One 
summer it was clearing, the next building on a porch. 
We debated quite a while before putting in the bath. We 
don’t like to get too civilized.” - 

The Voegelers belong to the school of second-hou 
owners who like to keep things primitive. Marilyn Voeg- 
eler, for example, clings to her wood-burning cookstove. 
To install an electric range—or even a hot plate—would 
be a surrender to civilization. 

In fact, in the whole cottage no item cost more than 
the $20 paid for a second-hand refrigerator. A stone 
laundry tub was reclaimed from a neighbor's garage. A 
wicker chair once belonged to Marilyn’s mother; in re- 
cent years, the family cat had been sleeping in it. When 
the cat died, the chair was moved to the beach place. 

“The house, which perches among fir and madrona 
trees 40 feet above a pebbly beach, is kept simple because 
the Voegelers spend so little time in it. For the girls, the 
summer is one long whirl of clamming, swimming, boat- 
ing, water skiing, sunbathing, and exploring. Their mother 
keeps housework to a minimum, and spends most of the 
summer in a black bathing suit. Voegeler, on his hurried 
visits, keeps hammer and saw handy. But his projects 
drag on because he often is distracted by hungry fish.

A courageous Alabama banker tells his own story 


of how he turned the tables on two grim gunmen 


‘I KILLED TO 
SAVE MY FAMILY’ 


by CARL RAY BARKER as told to SID ROSS 


ECLECTIC, ALA. 
on VV HEN WE get the money,” said the ice-cold 
man I later learned was James F. Bray, “I'll 

probably kill you.” 

| was chilled clear through. In the one o'clock shad- 
ows cast by the bank vault’s gleaming night light, he 
cocked and recocked the hammer of his pistol—click, 
click, click. Beyond the bank’s drawn front blind, our 
crossroads Alabama town was asleep, all 1,000 souls. 

Except, | knew, at my house—two blocks up Main 
Street from the Bank of Eclectic, where I am cashier- 
general manager. There three tense people were sitting 
up: my wife Margaret, seven months pregnant; the 
Eclectic police chief, Maxie Taunton, and another 
armed man who held them hostage. And the words I 
had just heard —“Tll probably kill you” —had the seal 
of a death warrant. 

It could have been swagger, but it sounded more 
like a promise. In Alabama, armed robbery, like mur- 
der, carries the death penalty. I realized then that a 
bank robber, facing the electric chair if he were 
caught, had nothing te lose if he killed the witnesses. 
And Bray had everything te gain if the Barker family 
was out of his way. 

At that moment, I became a desperate man myself. 
In the next hour, I did things I never believed I could 
do. People have congratulated me for foiling the bank 
robbery, but I never thought of that. All I wanted to 
do was to protect my family. 

It was us or them—as simple as that. Bray said he 
would kill, and I believed him—it didn’t take long to 
size him up as cold-bleoded. For my wife, for our 
3-year-old daughter Beth, and for our unborn child, I 
had to get him first. And once it all started, it just 
seemed to unroll like a television play. 


Chimes in the Night 


| had been in bed when the door chimes echoed 
through the house. At 1 a.m., in Eclectic, it has to be 
something serious; I thought immediately of my 
mother, who_is 66 and in poor health. But when | 
reached the door, it was our police chief and a stranger 
who stood behind him. “What's wrong, Maxie?” 

The stranger answered by-pulling the gun from be- 
hind Maxie’s back. He pointed it directly at me and 
cocked the hammer—the first of dozens of times I 
was to hear that click. “Let’s go back into the house. 


We're going to rob your bank.” He sneered: “That's 
what you get for being president of a bank.” 

Then the other fellow—the weak-chinned one we 
later knew as William Hayward—stepped out of the 
chief's car and all four of us walked into the living 
room. Margaret, badly frightened, still was in her 
gown. “I’m sure sorry to get you into this,” Maxie said. 
“But I couldn’t help it.” Good-hearted Maxie had 
offered the two men a lift. Once in the police car, 
Bray drew a gun and threatened to “spatter your brains 
across the windshield.” Maxie had no choice but to 
drive them to my house, as they demanded. 


Braggart in Rubber Gloves 


Bray also had taken Maxie’s .38. Wearing rubber 
gleves to avoid fingerprints, he was a grotesque sight 
as he sat on_our sofa and waved the gun, boasting and 
playing the big shot. The little fellow didn’t say much. 
Neither, after his experience, did Maxie. 

But I wasn’t scared then. I figured all they wanted 
was money. They'd probably tie us up and then get 
out of town. 

If there had to be a holdup, I wanted a calm, quiet 
one, with no fireworks. When Bray suggested waking 
Beth, I advised against it; I told him she'd probably 
cry and wake up everyone. When he asked when the 
bank's time lock opened, I told him, truthfully, 8:30 
in the morning. When he wanted to see for-himself, 
I went along without arguing. And when we reached 
the bank, it was my suggestion to use the side door 
and to draw the blind. 

Inside, I opened the vault door and showed him 
the time lock, remarking, “I hope you can get the 
money and get out of town as quickly as possible.” 
That's when he told me, matter-of-factly, that I could 
expect to be killed. It left me gasping: instead of a 
calm, quiet holdup, my family and I were mixed up 
with a killer without compunction. 

Over me came a feeling of grim determination. On 
the way back to the house, I groped for a plan. Once 
Bray called out, “Stop this car! I think I saw some- 
body!” I thought desperately, if he gets out completely, 
I'll run over him. But he didn't give mea chance— 
just opened the door and leaned.out a little. 

Then, back at the house, I got my break. Bray told 
Hayward they would have to wait all night for the 
time lock to open. Meanwhile, he said, we would have

to be trussed up. He would go downtown te a place 
where apparently they had hidden some tape, and take 
Maxie with him. 

So now I faced only one gun. And the man who sat 


across from me seemed less certain, more fearful than ~ 


the cocky Bray. I only prayed Bray would be gone long 
enough. I sat down by Margaret on the love seat and 
gave her a reassuring pat while I tried to think. 

Should I try to bash him with a lamp? No, with that 
pistol I wouldn’t get far. Should I make an excuse to 
slip into the bedroom for the shotgun? No, that one 
seemed too risky. 

Then another trick came into my head. It was risky, 
too. But if I had sized up Hayward right, he was stupid 
enough to fall for it. I kept my voice casual: “Well, 
if we're going to sit up all night, we might as well have 
some coffee.” Hayward tumbled: “It’s all right with 
me, but don’t try anything.” 

I made it look good. I filled the old percolator with 
a loud splash of hot water. I called to Margaret to 


ask where the coffee was. I didn’t intend putting any | 


coffee in the pot, but I wanted Hayward to believe I 
did. Then I took an empty cup for each of them into 
the living room. 

They say a watched pot never boils.. Mentally I was 
hguring the time it would take Bray to drive down- 
town and come back, and that water seemed to take 
too many precious minutes. I turned the stove to 
“high.” I pressed on the pot to speed the boiling action. 
Although it burned my hands, I placed a frying pan 
down on the pot. And meanwhile I kept one ear 
cocked for sounds from the living room and the other 
ear for sounds from the outside. 


The Water Cure 


But at last the water began to tumble and boil. | 
moved fast, straight to Hayward, not giving it time to 
cool. He did just what I'd hoped: dropped the gun in 
his lap and held out the cup with his right hand. 
Standing over him, a foot and a half from his face, | 
made just enough pretense of pouring to distract him. 

Now! I dumped the scalding water all over his face.

He screamed. He really howled. The instant the 
water hit, I grabbed the gun, pointed it at him, and 
tried to pull the trigger. 

But it didn’t fire. You fire this kind of gun by fan- 
ning, or thumbing, the hammer, but I didn’t know 
that. And there was no time to try again, so I used it 
as a club on him. 

The first lick knocked him to his knees. “Don’t!” 
he cried out. Margaret chimed in, “Carl, don’t kill 
him!” But I kept swinging until the bleod poured from 
his head. Then I half-dragged, half-carried him to the 
kitchen and dashed for my shotgun. 

I couldn't find the shells. Minutes ticked away be- 
fore I came across them in a dresser drawer. I crammed 
three in the gun and three in my pocket. By now I 
could hear noises outside. There was only time to 
hurry Margaret into the baby’s room and tell her to 


lock the door. Then I stepped back into an archway, 
raised the shotgun, and waited, listening. 

Maxie came in first. His expression teld me he had 
seen me—and the shotgun aimed right at him. I fig- 
ured he would know what to do, and he did. He dived 
toward the den, giving me a clear target. 

Now, for a split second, it was Bray and me, facing 
each other, 12 feet apart. His face was in shadow; I 
can't tell you now if his expression was sneering, 
startled,or just blank. But I could see the gun plainly 
enough—cocked and pointed right at me. 


Two Shots—and Death 


The shotgun made a tremendous roar in the still 
house. The charge caught Bray full in the chest and 
he crumpled, half spinning. I fired again, catching 
him in the side. The gun spilled out of his hand, and 
the life slipped out of him. 

Maxie snatched up the .38—there still was Hay- 
ward to attend to. We found him propped against a 
kitchen chair, bleeding and groaning. I told him to lie 
down by his dead buddy until help arrived. He was a 
little slow moving so I prodded him with my shotgun | 
—and the darned thing went off. I hadn't remem- 
bered-to put the safety on. It made me feel amateurish 
to shoot a man accidentally. I felt sorry for Hayward, 
and did my best to make him comfortable. 

Then I called Margaret and Beth out of the baby’s 
room. Margaret was trembling. She had thought the 
second shot was Bray firing back. Beth was puzzled, 
and still is, a little. A few days later, in the car, she 
said, “There's the bank and that’s where Daddy killed 
Maxie.” The next day I made it a point to take her to 
the police station and let her talk to Maxie. 

Bray's family claimed his body and Hayward is in 
Kilby Prison, awaiting trial, But our night of terror is 
still with us. Margaret still trembles after dark. Now, 
I keep a gun in my desk during the day. I'm a church- 
going man, and I never wanted to take another human 
life. I hope the Lord can forgive me for what I have 
done. But I know I had to do it. For a man with a 
family, there was no other way. .

OBSTER TAILS are an inviting dish for outdoor cooking.

Louis County, bastes the lobster tails with a simple, well- 
seasoned butter to preserve the delicate flavor of the meat. 
She serves them with lemon butter for added piquancy.

IX YOUNG BACHELORS, tired of apartment living 
and meals out, are making a home for themselves 
in a residence they have rented. Brought to St. 

Louis by jobs with national companies, the men all 


_ found space in the same apartment building. They be 


came acquainted, aired their problems to each other 
and talked about renting a house where they could have 
more space and freedom. 

One of the six, Ken Long, answered an ad placed by 
a Washington University professor. The professor and 
his wife agreed to lease their house on a private street 
to the men while the professor was on a year’s leave to 
teach at another university. The new landlords gave a 
cocktail party for their bachelor tenants, introduced them 
to the neighbors and left them with a five-bedroom 
house completely furnished. 

The three-story, brick b has a two-car ga- 
rage and a large fenced-in back yard. On the first 
floor are a spacious — room with a fireplace, dining 
room, kitchen and entry hall. On the second floor, Bill 
Miller, Ken Long, Tom Ahearn and Dick Barry have 


individual rooms. Tom Jacks and Jack Thompson share 
one big bedroom on the third floor. There are baths on 
the second and third floors. .- 
The group, ranging in age from 23 to 32, has no 
rules other than the division of household duties and ex- 
penses. The work is split three ways, with two men 


shopping and cooking, two cleaning the house and two 


doing the yard work. They shift jobs each Monday. 
Each man prepares his own breakfast, rinses his 


dishes ‘and puts them in the dishwasher. In the evening,
